SOVIET TROOPS MOVE 
NEAR CZECH BORDER 


WARSAW iAP). — Foland admitted 
publicly for the first time yesterday 
that Soviet troops are conducting Watsaw 
Pact manoeuvres near Poland's southero 
border with Czechoslovakia.

Mr. Harriman tried at one point to lure 
the Hanoi delegation into peace oegotla- 
tions by Hsting five areas in which he 
said there already {s some measure of 
agreement between them. 

‘But Mr. Thuy refused to back down an 
inch from his demand — reiterated ire- 
quently since he came to Paris — that 
the U.S. must stop all bombing and other 
attacks against the North unconditionally 
if it wants peace talks. 

He said again Usere can he no recipro- 
εἰσ in this and declared the U.S. must 
fulfi} nis demand and that Hanei will give 
nothing in return. However, he did -ndi- 
cate again that once the honibing and 
other altucks are halted, Hanoi will he 
ready to discuss “cther quvstions.” 

Mr. Harriman was first to speak yester- 
day morning.

Five US. presidential 
candidates favour 
military aid to Israel

WASHINGTON.—Al five presidential candidates favour military aid to, Israel 
and preservation of the U.S. commitment to ita survival. They reflected a broad 
consensus on U.S, Near East policy in statements given to the American-Jarael 
Public Affairs Committee for publication in the May supplement of the “Near 


East Report" and released yesterday. 

Messrs. Richard Nixon and Eugene Me- 
Carthy criticized past policies. Mr. Nix- 
on declared that the Near East now 
stands closer to armed conflict than at 
any period since June. He charged that 
the U.S. response to Soviet expansionism 
and adventurism had been “halting, lame 
and ineffectual" and that there was no 
American policy in the Near Bast. While 
the Soviet Union suffered a stunning de~- 
feat in the war, it had heen the principal 
beneficlary of the unensy post-war truce. 

Mr. Nixon said that the “first urgency” 
wag for the U.S. nat to allow the balance 
of power to shift in favour of the mili- 
tant Arab states. He called on the U.S. 
to see to 18 that Israel's military strength 
“Is never at a level vis-a-vis the Arab 
militants that will invite a war of re- 
venge,” and to impress upon the Soviets 
the “urgency of! keeping thelr client 
states In check.” 

He urged the U.S. to take the diplo- 
Matic lead jn forging an acceptable 
settlement, to include ses that 
currently occupied territories would ne- 
ver again be used as bases of i 
or sanctuaries for terrorism, access for all 
nations through the Suez Canal and Ti- 
ran Straits, recognition of Israel's sov- 
ercignty, and an end to the state of bel- 
ligerence. 

Mr. Nixon said it was unrealistic to ex- 
pect Israel to surrender the occupted ter- 
ritories in the absence of peace and ef- 
fective suarantees, bul added that it would 
he a “grave mistake for Israel to take 
formal and final possession of these areas.” 
He also said that we must strengthen our 
ties with America's friends In the Arab 
world. 


HITS POLICIES 


Mr. McCarthy criticized “vacillating 
policies” which contributed to the 1967 
war. The State Department's declaration 
“that we are neutral in word, thought 
and deed,” he said, presented a “distorted 
impression of our true interest and our 
real commitment.” 

He said that the U.S. must continue to 
strengthen Israel in the face of the arms 
build-up, and that “any confusion as tc 
the U.S. intentions in this area creates 
a policy vacuum” And, he emphasized, 
“a clear statement at this time of our 
unwavering commitment to the preser- 
vation of the State of Israel may well 
deter another outbreak of war.” 

Mr. McCarthy proposed a joint U.S.- 
Sovlet commission to prevent escalation 
of armaments. He sald that ultimate 
peace necessarily requires accommodation 
and agreement between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. He contended that Ameri- 
ca's “total involvement” in Vietnam had 
forced the U.S. “to neglect our interests 
jn the Middle East" and that a “ 
resolution of the conflict* would enable 
the U.S. to undettake constructive solu- 
tions in other areas. 

Senator Robert Kennedy declared that 
the U.S. must continue to insist that 
Israel's existence is recure; the U.S. will 
take whatever steps are necessary to 
preserve its existence. He called for di- 
rect Arab-Israel peace talks and said that 
the U.S. should stand ready to sell Is- 
racl jet afrcraft and other arms she 
needs “to defend herself from attacks.” 

ENCOURAGE ARABS 

He urged the U.S. to encourage and 
support Arabs and Israelis to “meet, and 
mix, and trade with each other... we 
must sid and encourage those Arab lead- 
ers Who turn away from war, and lend 
our finest minds and efforts to the elimi- 
nation of poverty, hunger and despair in 
the Arab Jands.” 

In recent speeches to the State of Is- 
Tael Bonds, Vice-President Hubert Hum- 
phrey has adhered to the Administration's 
policies. He quotes the five principles 
which President Johnson offered last 
June, calling for agreement between the 
parties, and he emphasized that “a stable 
peace cannot be built in the Middle East 
simply by re-creating the situation that 
existed before hostilities began on June 4." 

He said that the “greatest contribution 
we can make to peace in the Middle 
East would be to reach agreement with 
the Soviet Unlon to curtail the arms 
race” but America, meanwhile, will not 
permit Israel “to stand defenceless.” He 
quoted the Johnson-Eshko!l communique 
in which the U.S. promises to keep Is- 
rael's defensive capability under “active 
and sympathetic examination and re- 
view."

But the resumption would come 
ia a matter of months,” he said.

But in 
Nebraska, the highly professional and well- 
financed Kennedy campaign achieved its 
goal of-a clear majority and gained 
Momentum for the contests on the West 
Coast. 

Kennedy outscored McCarthy not only 
in the citles but also among the farmers 
and blue-collar workers. He topped the 
Minnesotan by two to one in the rural 
areas and by four to three in the Omaha 
region, whiich sccounts for almost δ᾽ 
third of the clectorate. In contrast to In- 
diana, Kennedy ran as strongly as Mc- 
Carthy among high-income voters. He 
again proved that his appeal to “change 
the course of the U.S." met with almost 
equal response’ from ‘both city and coun- 
try dwellers.

Economics is key to — 
Soviet policy changes

WHILE political upheavals in Communist 
countries: make the headlines, little 
attention js given to economic develop- 
ments which may be their hidden cause. 
Thus the change to # less aggressive So- 
viet policy under Khrushchev cannot be 
understood without bearing in mind the bad 
shape in which the Russian economy found 
itself at the time. Owing to massive crop 
failures, but also owing to industrial mis- 
management, the Soviet GNP advanced 
only about two per cent in 1963, compared 
with the average 10 per cent, if not more, 
in the late ‘fifties. At that time, the Soviet 
Union’s economic growth was actually 
legs than that of the U.S., not to speak of 
other Western countries. 


Since then the situation has improved, 
and recent estimates of the Russian rate 
of growth are about five to six per cent. 
But, significantly, the recovery seems to 
have been much more marked in Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia, which were also 
stagnating in the early ‘sixties. Moreover, 
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in Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria and Rumania 
the economic growth is now more rapid 
than In the U.S.S.R. (eight to 10 per cent}. 
Apparently the reform carried out at the 


. Managerial level is already bearing fruit, 


and the changes on the political level are 
to some extent its consequences. 

One marked change ἴῃ most Communist 
economies has been the spectacular in- 
crease in Jabour productivity. Though part 
of it has doubtless been due to a succes- 
sion of bumper harvests, and though over- 
all productivity still badjy lags behind 


_ Western performance, the advance achieved 


reflects increased attention to adequate 
planning and to industrial expertise. Tradi- 
tionally economic growth in Communist 
countries was achieved by very heavy in- 
vestments which swaHowed bigger por- 
tions of the national product than in 
Western — much richer — countries. Thus, 
in the Soviet Union, gross investment ac- 
counts for about one quarter of the na- 
tional income, in Hungary and Bulgaria 
for about one-third, as compared with the 
current one-fifth in Israel, and one-sixth 
in the U.S. and the U.K. 

Of late, however, there has been grow- 
ing recognition that more could be 
achieved with the same resources, if more 
attention were given to proper size and 
quality. One visible consequence of this 
changed attitude has been the growing 
number of expertise agreements and even 
jolut ventures with capitalist firins, aimed 
at introducing western technology. The 
most famous deal of this kind is the 
$320m. Fiat deal to produce cars in Rus- 
sia, but the number of smaller, though 
No less important, projects with other 
firms 18 in the dozens and includes such 
firms as Renauit, Olivetti, Montecatini- 
Edison, Leyland, Rheinstahl Henschel, 
Kloeckner-Humboiit-Deutz, Babcock and 
‘Wilcox, Max Factor, etc., and covering 
such varied products as welding equip- 
ment, television tubes, ceHulose and paper 
Plants, polyester fibre, synthetic rubber, 
calculating machines, car batteries and 


᾿ nail polish. Incidentally, investment goods 


account for 43 per cent of the Comecon 
imports from the West, while in the 
Communist export to the West machinery 
stil figures with only one per cent. The 
huge Udokan copper deposit in Siberia 
(involving an aggregate investment of 
$1,500m.) is being developed by a joint 
Soviet-Japanese venture, while another. 
joint venture of similar kind is the con~- 
struction of a pipeline between the 
Tyumen oil field.and Nakhodka port. . 
Another change which -has been noHce- 
able of late is the rising share allotted in 
investments to consumption goods. Con- 
sumption goods play an increasing role 
also in home production, in the trade 
between Communist countries and even in 
imports from the West. Obviously, this 
development must also bring in its wake 
more attention to quality, timing, etc. 
The increased. accent put op quality 
performance spells more individual respon- 
siblity on the pert of producers, distribu- 
tore, planners. etc. that is, more decen- 
tralization of decision making. Such ἃ 
reform cannot produce the desired results 
unless there is also decentralization of 
information. In order to be able to pro- 
duce the right qualities, sizes, and 50 on, 
and th ron production efficiently, the 
Manager must be able ito get not just offi- 
cial handouts, but reliable data and up-to- 
date news. The new rush of political libe- 
rallzation in Eastern Europe capnot there- 
fore be separated from the necessities 
accompanying the economic changes there.

World adjusts to living without the Canal 


By Reuter's Statt 


RYTISH shipowners, biggest users of 

the Suez Canal since it Was first 
opened in 1859, have now leurnt to live 
without If, since tts second closure to 
11 years by the war of June 1967. And 
it will oever be the same again, ac- 
cording ta the consensus of expert ship- 
ping opinion in London today. 

As Mr, Anthony Grover, Chairman of 
Llo: Register of Shipping, said recent- 
ly: “Even if the Cana] does reopen, pre- 
sent conditions are more favourable for 
ποίας round the Cape.” This point of 
view is echoed from Key ports around 
the world, as (he Canal still remains closed 
with no reopening date in sight. 

The present break is much longer and 
more serious than that caused by the 
Anglo-French conflict with Egypt in 1956 
when the Egyptians blocked the Canal on 
1956, but reopened ijt to 


set by a substantial Increase in the num- 
ber of ships in the Europe-Asia trade 
calung at Mombasa for bunkers, while 
there Is a tendency to substitute local, 
Japenese, Australian and other gocds for 
the traditional imports trom Britain and 
Europe. 

A Wighly significant effect has been 
the intensification of Kenya's sympathy 
for Israel, because Egypt is blamed here 
for the closure of the Canal.

Tokyo: A spokesman of Nippon Yu- 
senkaisha, a leading company, s2id freight 
rates for Japanese shipping were ouly 
slightly above the level before the closure 
of the Canal, and the amount of cargo 
catried by Japanese lines bad not changed 
materially.

Copenhagen: The threat of an oil short- 
age fast summer has caused the Danish 
government to seck powers to introduce 
oil and petrol rationing in any future 
crisis. Otherwise the effect of the Canal 
closure is described as negligible.

Belrut: Closure of the Suez Canal has 
had different effects on Lebanon, Jordan 
and Syria, but no official figures are 
available. 

Jordan has had to ‘livert her trade 
with Mediterranean and Central European 
countries from her port of Akaba to 
Lebanon's Beirut and Syria's Lataktia, 
with Lebanese firms pazticularly profit- 
ing from the shipping of Jordanian phos- 
phates to Czechoslovakiz. 

The Lebanese treasury has been hit 
by the absence of ships from Holland, the 
U.S. which used to arrive in Beirut at 
the rate of one ἃ day to unload Middle 
East imports, and then head for the Suez 
Carnal to load goods for cther destina- 
tions, 

Syria's econouy has been very little 
affected by the closure of the Canal. 


Addis Ababa: With her entire coastline 
of 800 kms. withIa the Red Sea. Ethiopia 
has been particularly hard hit by ‘the 
closure, cutting the natural route for 
her traditional trade with sauthern Eu- 
rope and disrupting the whole pattern of 
her commerce, As the bulk of imports 
and exports must now so the long Cape 
raute, « 50 per cent surcharge on im- 
ports boosts the cost of living and a 
10 per cent surcharge on exports renders 
them less competitive in world markets. 


Nair Kenya has now largely ad- 
justed to the higher costs and longer 
deiays in shipping her vital exports of 
coffee, tea and sisal to the main markets 
in Britain and Europe by way of the 
Cape, local economists report. 

Adverse effects have heen largely off-

P.E.C. is optimistic for its investments 


HE shares of many Israell invest- 
Ment companies sre traded every day 
on the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange. Most 
popular are probably the so-called “open 
end” companies, unit trusts or mutual 
fund3 ag they are called in England, 
and America — as P.LA., Yigdal, Dekel, 
Brosh, Tsabar and Kahal. 

They are not officially “listed,” but ‘they 
are traded every day; the management 
being obliged to buy and sell the units 
at the actual day-to-day value of the 
portfolio. As the unit -trusts are by law 
obliged to invest nearly all the funds 
they have raised with the public in 
quoted shares and bonds, the calculation 
of the “real” or market value of the 
portfolio is a relatively simple operation. 
The owner of a unit trust is in this way 
assured that he not only bought at a 
price reflecting the correct value of the 
portfolio, but that he always will be able 
to sell at the real value of his unit trust 
on the Moment of sale. Hig investment 
will fluctuate with the market; results 
depending, of course, on the skill of the 
management of this particular trust. 

Other investment companies, like Bank 
Leumit Investment, Discount Investment, 
ELGAR, PAZ Investment, Forelgn Trade 
Investment and many others, are “closed 
end” companies. ‘Those enterprises usually 
invest thelr assets mot only in quoted 
shares and debentures, but they can also 
extend loans and buy unquoted securities. 
Those direct involvements in israeli enter- 
prises induce the investment companies 
sometimes, but not always, to partictpate 
in the management of some of thelr 
undertakings. It is much more difficult to 
calculate regularly the reat value of the 
portfolio of these closed end investment 
conipanies. Firstly, their Istg of invest- 
ments are usually only published once ἃ 
year, But besides this, it is not always 
possible to make a falr valuation of the 
investments that are nok quoted on a 
Stock Exchange. 

Nevertheless, the shares of these in- 
vestment companies are bought and sold 
every day on the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 
according to supply and demand. The 
share price of such an investment com- 
pany may in this way differ substantially 
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from the real value of the portfolio, It 
15 not unusual, especially in times of dl- 
minishing investment, for companies to 
be between ten to thirty per cent below 
their real value, This is presently the 
case in Israel. Practically all the shares of 
the investnent companies are priced sub- 
stantially below the real value of their 
portfolio. 

The record of “undervaluation” belongs 
no doubt to the P.E.C, Israel Economic 
Corporation, Israel's oldest and largest 
equity investment company. PEC shares 
are not quoted in Tel Aviv, but are re- 
gularly traded in New York. Israeli resl- 
dents can buy them with NATAD, A 
P.E.C, share, nominal value $25, can be 
bought presently through any bank or 
broker for $10.50 NATAD or about 139. 
For this price one acquires one of 
about 900,000 shares in P.E.C, which are in 
the hands of the public, valued at about 
$24 millon or ILS3 million at the pre- 
sent official rate, Plain arithmetic shows 
that a share acquired for IL29 represents 
a value in the books of the company of 
over 10.553. one pays only about 
42 per cent of the book value. This 
notwithstanding the fact that the manage- 
ment of P.E.C. states in its recently pub- 
lished annual report for the year 1967 
that “the Corporation's investments and 
joans in the aggregate have a fair value 
in excess of cost.” 

What can be the reason for this Jow 
price of P.E.C. shares? Earnings for 
1967 were lower than in previous years. 
They dropped to $0.76 per share after 
$0.80 in 1986 and $1.09 on the average 
in the four-year period of 1963-66. After 
two years of receasion and a devaluation, 
this should however astonish nobody, es- 
pecially in the case of an investment 
company like P.E.C. which has put over 
60 per cent of its assets into industry, 
construction and development, the sectors 
hardest hit by the recession. 

The 1967 results forced the lowering 
of the dividend from $0.80 per rhare to 
50.60, still ylelding a fair return of about 
6 per cent gross In dollars on the pre- 
sent purchase price of the shares.

1: totalg not less than over 40 major 


participations, More than three’ million 
dollar are invested in NAVEIH copstruc- 
tion ($3.8 milHon) and Bayside Land Cor- 
poration, Hatfa ($3.2 million). The next 
biggest investment is in the Tri-Conti- 
nental and Eilat Pipelines Companies 
($2.2 million). Most important induatrial 
investments are in the Dead Sea Works 
($1.7 milion} and in the American Is- 
raeli Paper Mill ($1.1 million). 

The 1967 annual report of the P.H.C. 
ends on a strong note of optimism. The 
management states that P.B.C. enter- 
prises, after having experienced three 
years of difficult economic conditions in 
Israel, are looking forward to an improve- 
ment in 1938 and 1969. 

This optimism has certainly not been 
reflected in the price of the P.E.C. shares 
which continues to fluctuate around the 
lowest levels ever, during the many years 
of P.E.C.'2 existence. If one shares the 
optimism of the P-H.C. management about 
Israel's and the Company's economic fu- 
ture, P.HLC. shares are a relatively in- 
expensive medium to participate in that

Britain’s Eighth Army secrets

{TARTLING facts about German attd 
- British. intelligence activities in the 
econd World War are about to be re- 
ealed with Foreign Office approval. 
Ami the facts expected to be made 
sublic (well in advance of the time pre- 
scribeg by the 30-year rule) are the Ger- 
Nan’ deep -pénetration of British and 
American diplomatic traffic and of some 
vital British naval codes from 1936. 

The penetration of diplomatic traffic 
Meant that dispatches by Sk Neville 
Henderson, the British Ambassador in 
Berlin, weraknown in the Wilhelmstrasse 
almost as quickiy as in Whitehall. The 
cracking of the naval codes was certaln- 
ly responsible for early disasters in the 
Battle of the Atiantic, and probably for 
the failure to save Norway in 1940. 

‘What promises to be the first of se- 
veral books revealing the facts with of- 
ficial approval, appears this week — 
“Room 39" (Weldenfeld and Nicolson, 
30s.). Its author is Donald McLachian, 
former editor of the “Sunday Telegraph.” 
“who served on the staff of the Director 
of Naval Intelligence from 1940-45. 

McLachlan told me last week that the 
German leed in naval Intelligence began 
during the Abyssinian War. “The insecu- 
rity of British naval signals (or 4 lot of 
them) seems to have originated from a 
very simple situation in 1936, when we 
had a faw warships in one place for a 
long period, in the Red Sea. The ships 
were on 8 war footing, exchanging the 
kind of signals that they would have ex- 

ed in wartime, using thelr codes in 
conditions where it was possible for the 
enemy to collect sure information about 
the time of each signal, the destination 
of it, the name of the ship, the nature 
of the content, and so on. 

“Give a good code-cracker that much 
of a start — and the Germans were 
very good — and he'll break the code 
sooner or later. We didn’t discover that 
the Germans had this great lead on us 
until the beginning of 1943." 

McLachlan referred to the revelation, 
Mace recently in “The Code-Breakers" by 
an American, David Kahn, about the 
“erman interception of dispatches to 
Vashington from the American military 
ttache In Cairo, Colonel B. F. Fellers. 
{cLachlan said: “I think Fellers wag 
.iven a lot of information by us, because 
ve wanted American tanks, ammunition, 
and 60 on, So Rommel ror quite a long 
cime enjoyed excellent intelligence, from 
“unerican sources, about the British 
Eighth Army — its dispositions, inten- 
tions, reinforcements, state of morale, 
aud so on. But suddenly the British be- 
van to rumble that there was a sub- 
tantial leak, and it wag traced to the 
‘ellers dispatches. 

“The Americans let him go on for 8 
ittle and theo, at the critical moment, 

\ddenly stopped them —- and the major 
ernian acurce of Intelligence about the 
tritish went dead. This, of course, was 
wf great assistance to Montgomery; and 
( what Mr. Kaho says is true, then ἃ 
.resh look {fs needed at the Battle of 
Alamein with all German, American and 
ritish intelligence sources available. 

“In fact, the tole of intelligence — on 
oth sides — has been ignored by most 


official historians of the war. This is 
true of the victories as well as the 
failures,” 

In his book, which takes its title from 
the nerve centre of Naval Intelligence 
in the Old <Admiraity, McLachlan des- 
erlbes methods of interrogating German 
prisoners of war. For example, selected 
U-boat officer-prisoners would be token 
to Simpson's restaurant in the Strand, 
given a fixed-price luach, aad shown 
round the City, which the Luftwaffe was 
supposed to have obliterated. McLachlan, 
says the treatment worked wonders, but 
that the expenses had often to he borne 
persougily by the escorting British of- 
ficers because of budgetary protests from 
the Admiralty. 

Vital roles in the intelligence war were 
also played by naval attaches — British, 
German and neutral, For example, the 
British naval attache in Madrid had the 
task of uncovering German and Italian 
activities near Gibraltar. A grounded 
Italian shlp, the Olterra, had a campart- 
ment eurreptitiously cut into her huil to 
contain midget submarinea (smuggied 
overland as “Machinery spares"). These 
were used to sink shipping in Gibraltar 
harbour. 

The British attache also discovered 
German technicians setting up a radar 
station overlooking the Straits of Gib- 
raltar: the Spanish authorities were of- 
ficially told and stopped ithe project. 
Even so, when it came tomounting 
“Torch,” the North African ianding, it 
was impossible to disguise the inevitable 
accumulation of shipping in the Straits. 

“The German agents were able to ait 
on the Spanish side and watch, count, 


report back. So the decision was taken 
not to disguise the size of this armada 
but to mislead them as to where it was 
going, and the ruse succeeded completely.” 

Before the Normandy invasion, the 
greatest puins were taken to conceal the 
plan for constructing Mulberry artificlal 
harbourgy (and thus the Allies’ intentioa 
to land far from any major port). But 
au unexpected problem arose because of 
the vigilance of the Swedish naval at- 
tache, Count Oxenstjerna, who had asked 
to visit part of the Thames estuary 
where the Mulberries were being built. 
If he saw them he would reallse thelr 
purpose, and although his neutrality and 
good will were unquestioned, if was 
thought necessary to have the Swedish 
Government recall him to rule out any 
possiblity of a leak. 

McLachlan explains in his book how 
Oxenstjerna’s recall was achieved under 
delicate circumstances: and it was only 
after the war that the puzzled Swedish 
officer was allowed to know that it was 
hia professional efficiency alone which 
had been the reason. 

The next major book to throw light on 
the intelligence war is expected to deal 
with 2 German report on British foreign 
policy between Munich and the outbreak 
of war, The German report is now being 
edited, with Forelgn Office help, by Mr. 
D. C. Watt, of London. University, and the 
writer, David Irving. The report, prepar- 
ed by Goerlng’s so-called Research Of- 
fice, is believed to include extensive in- 
tercepts of Allied and neutral diplomatic 
cables, and was discovered after the war 
in the archieves of the German Post 
Office. 


The Banabans want their 
island back-and freedom

UNITED NATIONS. — 
IORMER inhabitantsof thetiny phos- 
phate-producing Ocean Island — 8 
Britis dependency in the Central Paci- 
fic — are asking the U.S. tobelp them 

get independence. 

The islanders, known as Banabans, are 
living on Rabi Island in the Fiji group. 
They were driven from their island by 
the Japanese in the Second World War 
and Rabi Island was bought for them, 
with phosphate royalties, after the war. 
They claim that the present inkabitants 
of Ocean Island — where phosphate of 
lime is extracted by the British Phosphate 
Commission — are not the rightful own- 
ers of the territory. 

It was announced here last Monday 
that they had requested a hearing before 
the U.N. Special Colonialism Committee 
on steps to be taken towards independ- 
ence. 

The Banabans said they had “followed 
with admiration the progress made by 
our neighbouring island of Nauru whose 
people have attained independence with 
U.N. support and are now enjoying the 
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full economic benefit of their phasphate.” 

Ocean Island — its native name is 
Banaba — is 10 kilometres in cireumifer~ 
ence and its population, just before the 
war, was 2,744 (including 140 Europeans 
and 684 Asians}. 

In 1967, the Minister of State for Com- 
TMonwealth Affairs, Mrs. Judith Hart, told 
the House of Commons that the decision 
to leave Ocean Island at the end of the 
war had been taken “with the complete 
concurrence of the leaders of the Bana- 
ban community." Phosphate operations 
had made the normal life of the Bana- 
bans impossible and it had been decided 
to buy “the very pleasant and fertile” 
Rabi Island. 

In a letter to the U.N. from the island- 
ers’ councilon RabtIsland, the Banabaps 
sajd that before the island wes annexed 
by Britain τὰ 1900 “we were independent 
people, and, even now, are the acknow- 
Jedged owners of Oceau Island land and 
the phosphate therein.” 

They claimed they had “endured finan- 
cial exploitation to the point where we 
are in danger of losing our national 
identity. Our people are now seeking In- 
dependence as a matter of urgency since 
the only economic asset on Ocean Island 
is being rapidly exhausted uyder accele- 
rated depletion approved by the British 
Government.” 

A. letter from thelr lawyers said the 
islanders had been brought to Rabi Iis- 
land “much against thelr wishes." The 
Banabans receive rent for their land and 
royalties in respect of phosphate export- 
ed. In June, 1967, Mrs. Hart announced 
an ex gratia special payment of £30,000 
in consideration of the effects of phos- 
phate mining upon Ocean Island since 
1900. This money would be used for the 
economic development of Rabi Island sc 
as to help the Banabans to apply to the 
best effect the money they receive from 
the phosphate royalties. 

Mrs. Hart said it had been made 
“abundantly clear, in official correspond- 
ence with the Banabans, that when the 
phosphates are exhausted, Ocean Island 
will remain theirs, and that any time 
pow, and equally after the phosphates 
are exhausted, the Banabans are at li- 
berty to visit the island.”

Indonesia occupies a key position in 
the. geopolitical context of the region by 
virtue of its size,population and re- 
sources. Naturally, therefore, it has been 
the object of intense Big Power rivalry. 

Indonesia is also the most unstable 
politically. It is therefore not without 
reason that developments in Jakarta are 
watched closely by Moscow, and that 
acute anxiety is felt here about its future. 
The Russians are in a particularly dif- 
fleult position over Indouesia, for several 
reasons. First, for a period under former 
President Sukarno they had very cordial 
relations with Jakarta and provided a 
substantlal amount of help in money, 
machines and weapons. Later, when Su- 
karno went over to the Chinese camp. 
the Russians had to contumue their aid 
to keep a foothold against mounting 
Chinese pressuze on Indonesia to ovat 
them. 

‘The situation radically changed after 
the failure of the Communist coup on 
September 30, 1965, and the counter-re- 
volution that followed. The Army took 
over, Sukarno was gradually pushed out, 
and there was a wholesale massacre of 
Communist leaders, rank-and-flle mem- 
bers and many innocent people as well. 
It soon became clear that, irrespective 
of the fact whether the Communist Party 
of Indonesia (PKI) as ἃ whole was in- 
volved In the coup attempt er not, the 
Army was determined to gain power 
and keep it. 

These events posed a ‘iistressing dilem- 
ma for the Soviet Union. On the one 
hand, it could not but lament the over- 
night destruction of the Communist mo- 
vement in Indonesia, the most powerful 
outside the Communist countries, and the 
swing to the Right which followed, On 
the other hand, Soviet policy-makers

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Plague of mosquitoes 
descends on Tel Aviv area

TEL AVIV.—The whole Tel Aviv area, from Ramat Gan in the north to Holon 
and Bat Yam in the south, is currently plagued by large swarms of mosquitoes. 


One major breeding area is Nahal 
Eylon, in which Ramle, Lydda and Yahud 
dispose of thelr sewage. A campaign spon- 
sored by the municipalities of Te] Aviv, 
Ramat Gan, Holon and Azor to eradicate 
miosguitees there is currently under way. 

The mosquitoes, says the deputy direc- 
tor of Ramat Gan's Sanitation Depart- 
ment, Mr. Blimelech Schory, are coming 
from neglected “no-man's-lands" that are 
under no direct municipal supervision. 

The Bat Yam Municipality yesterday 
employed 2 helicopter ta spray newly 
discovered breeding grounds in its juris- 
diction. These are mostly adjacent to 
the beach and near the Holon-Bat Yam 
cemetery to the south of the town, where 
several sewage reservoirs overflowed.

The Holon Munictpallty cla:ms that all 
the open water within its own city limita 
has been properly sprayed long ago. It 
δῷ however, that the slightest concen- 
trations of water in and around the yards 
of private homes may also barbour mos- 
quitoes, It enlarged its usual force of 
six inspectors to 25, and they now zo 
from yard lo yard to investigate condi- 
tions.

TEL AVIV. -— “I am ready to come down 
to Gan Raveh and talk things over with 
the people there," says Mr. Aharon Am- 
ramy. Tahal's Din Region sewage project 
manager, in response to ‘hreats by re- 
sidents that they would physically stop all 
work on the project. He cialms that the 
residents, who fear the effects of huge 
sewage reservoirs to be constructed near 
thelr “homes, are misinformed.

ΤῊ], AVIV. — A mafor ‘conflict is loom- 
ing between the Advertisers Association, 
composed of major companies with hig 
publicity budgets, and the Advertising 
Agents Association (A.A.A.). which unites 
the 70-odd firms active in this fleld. The 
dispute is over the former's intention to 
establish a clearing bureau for the funds 
spent by its members. A special company 
to act as joint treasurer and to check the 
individual accoun!s js already being set 
up. However, the A.A.A. has decided to 
boycott it, and has contacted the major 
daily newspapers asking them not to lend 
a hand to the scheme. 

The agents argue that the clearing 
bureau would in fact represent a mono- 
polietic body, giving a small group of 
companies — ot the persons controlling it 
— virtual command over the nation's 
press, Τὰ the process, independent agents 
— who pow act as the firm's publicity 
consultants, and often also 2s financiers 
of the smaller advertisers — would be 
liquidated. But once their competition 
cegses, the press would he at the mercy 
of big business. 

Advertisers admit thet the scheme aims 
to exert pressure on the agents, because 
their present fees are exorbitant, and — 
in particular —- the agents benefit from 
ing an income from the advertising media 

ΖΦ an income from the media 
on top of the discount agreed with the 
advertiser. The clearing bureau would put 
am end to this practice, turning the agents 
into advisers in their particular fields with 
πὸ economic function to play. The money 
flow would be restricted to payments made 
directly to the media, and each advertiser 
would get the discount due to him. 

The Advertiser's Association also ingists 
that they had been led to act by the pre- 
cedent created ‘zn the public sector. A few 
months ago advertisements of all) Govern- 
ment departments and Government con- 
trolled companies, were centralized under 
the Government Press Information Office, 
which guarantees prompt payment of bills 
and gets a discount of 40 per cent. By 
uniting, and jointly guaranteeing that no 
arrears will occur, we could obtain a si- 
“παν discount, the major advertisers say. 

‘The aggregate volume of advertisements 
in dailies is estimated at 1L24m.-IL26m, a 
year, of which perhaps one fifth comes 
from the Government sector, About 60 
Per cent of the total is atiministered by 
Ὁ dozen or so major agente, and the rest 
by about 60 amailer firms.

Stage Threc of the import Hberalization programme was approved by the 
Home Industries Protection Committee this week — but brakes will be applied 
if competing products from overseas threaten local production. 


A 10 per cent tariff cut was approved 
35 Stage One in May 1966, and came into 
force in November of that year. Stage 
Two was @ 15 per cent cut, approved in 
April 1968 It will come into force next 
October, The third reduction }s expected 
to receive approval at the end of this 
year, but the Committee stipulates it will 
be πὸ greater than its predecessors — and 
may even be snialler in special cases. (There 
ig anyway e built-in diminishing effect. 
Α 10 per cent cut reduces 100 per cent 
to 90 per cent, but 50 per cent only to 
45 per cent.) The committee took the op- 
portunity of resolving that a certain — as 
yet unstated — protective customs rate 
shall be at fixed as a rock-base minimum, 
setting a limit to the tariff de-escalation 
process. 

A. sub-committee headed by Mr. Shmuel 
Kimehi, of the Commerce Ministry, 15 
empowered to suspend import licences for 
30 days if it finds that a particular import 
threatens local industry. Within those 30 
days, the sub-committee may, by a two- 
thirds majority, increase the tariff, or 
refer the whole matter back to the 
Parent .committee, This sub-committee 
shall meet at least once a month, unless 
there is nothing on its agenda, 

INDUSTEY SHORT OF 2/3 

The Kimchi sub-committee comprises 10 
members, Including the four heads of in- 
dustrial departments at the Ministry, a 
representative of the Customs Depart- 
ment, two representatives of the Manu- 
facturers' Asaociation, one of the Hista- 
drut, one of Koor Industries, and one of 
the Chambers of Commerce (ie., the im- 
Porters). The industrialists cannot there- 
fore muster a two-thirds vote without 
Government support. 

A further decision of the Home Indus- 
tries Protection Committee is that im- 
ports permitted under the liberalization 
programme must conform quality-wise 
with the canons laid down for Israel's 
industry by the Standards Institution. 

The import ben is rescinded on a num- 
ber of new products, with new tariffs 
fixed. Included are razor blades (50 agorot 
duty per blade), aerosol sprays (50 per 
cent duty), household utensils of stain- 
Jess steel (65 per cent), electric pres- 
sing-irons (20 per cent, but not less 
than IL100 apiece}, draughtsman’s instru- 
ments (80 per cent), bromide (25 per 
cent, but not less than IL600 a ton}, fire 
extinguishers ithe duty differs according 
to contents), brake fluids (60 per cent), 
and musical boxes (80 per cent). 


Israeli computer makes 
splash in U.S. 


HAIFA.—The compact, low-cost ($4,900) 
computer, the Blbit 100, developed and 
manufactured by the Elron Electronics 
company here, was the only foreign-made 
computer exhibited δὲ the Spring Joint 
Computer Conference in Atlantic City, 
New Jersey, earHer this month. Some 300 
U.S. manufacturers exhibited at the show, 
which ts one of two major computer con- 
ferences held annually in the States, the 
Elbit sales manager, Mr. Leonard Drier, 
told The Post yesterday on his return 
home. 

He said that 16,000 persons viewed the 
three-day show, at which the Elbit 100 
was the least expensive computer demon- 
strated, with a working model. He said 
that interest had been great and he expec- 
ted hetween 25 fo 35 orders as a direct 
result of the exhibition. 


Nazareth area bus service 


still unsatisfactory

NAZARBTH. — The serious difficulties in 
bus tramsport on the Haifa-Migdal Ha'-.

Teachers and other officials who live 
out of town arrive late for work, while 
there is no service left to the Hadar Ha- 
carmel district in Haifa. Night service has 
also been suspended. 

Until the beginning of the month there 
were a hundred buses a day on the route, 
but since Egged services were sharply cur- 
tailed by a High Court order, their number 
has been reduced to less than half.

Jewish giving to 
Israel remains high

TEL AVIV. — Contributions to Israel by 
world Jewry outside the U.S. have in- 
creased 12-fold during the year following 
the Six Day War, Dr. Israe) Goldstein, 
Chairman of the Keren Hayesod, told the 
press here yesterday. 

Preliminary figures show Lhat the great- 
est increase came from the 770,000 Jews 
in Continental Europe — 17 times as much 
as in previous years. In the English-speak- 
ing world outside the U.s., the increase 
was 10-told. 

Dr. Goldstein refosed to state the fi- 
gures actually received by Keren Hayesod, 
because the Arabs were distorting them 
in their propaganda, 

The number of contributors was 400,000, 
double the figure of the previous year. 
Practically every Jewish family in the 
courtries surveyed contributed to Israel. 

Results so far this year indicate that 
revenue will be about half last year's re- 
cord figure, 


Arabs plan to set 
up £100m. fund 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Representatives of 
18 Arab countries met here Tuesday 
to discuss the creation of a joint deve- 
lopment fund totalling £100m. The talks 
are being held under the auspices of the 
Arab League's Economic Council, Tuni- 
sia, which has been in disagreement with 
some of the other countries, was the only 
League member absent.

Electric Co. job 
to Y. Khoushy 


Efad Peled his deputy

Mr. Ya'acov Khoushy is to he appointed 
General Manager of the Israel Electric 
Corporation at a Board meeting in Tel 
Aviy today, official sources said yesterday. 

Aluf El’ad Peled will be named Deputy 
Managing Director, on the understandiag 
that he will succeed Mr. Khoushy as head 
of the company in due course. Mr. Khoushy 
reaches retirement age of 65 in 18 months‘ 
time. Since the present General Manager, 
Mr. Ya'acov Peled, kept putting off re- 
tirement until he reached 70, Aluf Peted 
(no relation) wanted to stipulate that he 
would be pronioted in not more than a 
year. LE.C. Management circles opposed 
this vigorously.. 

A behind-the-scenes compromise ensures 
that the precedent will not be repeated 
this time; Mr. Khoushy will withdraw on 
the appointed date, the sources said. 

Brother to Abba Khoushy, Hatfa's Ma- 
yor, he was elected to the I-E.C. Board as 
ἃ workers’ representative.

The president of 
the court, Rav-Seren Baruch Gros, sald 
he did not believe IXanyun's expression 
of regret, as he had refused to reveal 
how he had come into possession of the

Yusuf Iyab el-Arer, 30, got sit months’ 
and was fined 11,120, for possessing a 
revolver and two clips. He admitted the 
charge, but said he had a permit from 
the pre-Jane Egyptian authorities. 

Asam _el-Alami, 28, cousin of Gaza’s 
Mayor Raheb el-Alami, was charged with 
harbouring two inflltrators. He pleaded 
not guilty and was remanded pending 
trial after the court denied 8. defence 
request for bail. Counsel had argued that 
el-Alaml belonged to a good family and 
could put up any bail set. The court, 
however, accepted the prosecution’s argu- 
ment that too many persons had jumped 
bail. 

Another 34 persons are in custody and 
due to be charged with belonging to at 
Jeast one af four different terrorist or- 
ganizations. 

Five of them, in their twenties, go on 
trial today for placing ἃ mine in the 
railbed near El-Arish on January 15. with 
the intention of blowing up a military 
train due jp pass that way.
